Ijfv.ad The grow ta of a cancer 
cell is uncontrolled. It is a sort 
oij Bolshevist; it divides and 
grows rapidly; its growth is 
many times faster than the 
growth of the tissue cells from 
which it sprang. 

The chief cause of which we 
know anything, except in the 
case of age, is chronic iiritation 
of some kind, irritation prolong 
ed for a considerable length of 
tiirie. The irritant may be a 
jagged tooth, a badly fitted den 
ture, dirty teeth, the influence 
oil heavy smoking or chawing 
tobacco, fhe effet of tar or lub¬ 
ricating- oils c.i the skin, Cer¬ 
tain dyes, such as the aniline 
dyes, cauxc cancer in the urln 
ary bladder- Arsenic may cause 
cancel of the lung. Now and 
then a mole placed somewhere 
on the- skin where it becomes 
irritated will result in cancer, 
There are hundreds of irritants 
which if prolonged in their act¬ 
ion may produce a cancer. 

Age, like an irritant, is a pre 
disposing cause. Ninety per cent 
of all cancels occur after 3- r > 
years of age.

Is there a substitute for honesty in our friends, our neighbours, 
our business associates? Would not the very foundations of 
our everyday life topple without the trust and faith we put 
in the word of others? 

Sometimes, in our haste to attain a certain difficult objec¬ 
tive, we may overlook certain factors. Perhaps it is wise then 
that wc should stop now and ask ourselves that simple yet 
essential question, “Does Honesty Pay?” 

An individual certainly makes little progress if he con¬ 
sistently adopts a policy which is not fundamentally honest. 
'I herefore, does it not follow that a group of individuals would 
suffer the same penalty if it adopted a similar policy? 

In other words, can two wrongs ever make a right? Can 
this province afford to pay the penalty of breaking faith with 
those who accepted our word in good faith? Will the immediate 
gain be more than wiped out by loss of our individual and 
collective honesty in the immediate future in the eyes of those 
to whom vve MUST eventually go for financial support?

WEEKLY LETTER 
POULTRY 

Poultry production is grad¬ 
ually becoming morie important 
as a phase of agriculture in 
southern Alberta and in keeping 
with this development poultry 
work is inciteasing in scope at! 
the Experimental Station. The 
work with poultry has been div 
ided into three general fields, 
namely; breeding, feeding, and 
incubation though the factors 
of housing, disease and parasite 
control, and general managem¬ 
ent also receive consideration. 

For many years a flock of 
Barred Plymouth Rocks halve 
been under development and the 
average fcevel of production has 
been built up to a very satis¬ 
factory point.s All birds on the 
plant are trap-nested through¬ 
out thi» production year and a 
complete pedigree record is kept 
of ail individuals and families. 
By this method it is possiblte to 
eliminate all lines and families 
which are not of the desird 
standard or which exhibit char¬ 
acteristics which are decidedly 
undesirable. For example, the 
character broodiness is not des¬ 
irable in modern poultry ns it 
breaks into production time and 
through recording and selecting 
of breeding birds broodiness has 
Lgen reduced by a third during 
the last four years at the 
Station. The value of complete 
records is shown by the fact 


that on family of birds had 10 
I i r cent broody and another 
family had none and selection 
for breeding would naturally be 
made from the non-broody fam¬ 
ily providing the v were desir¬ 
able in other respects. 

Feeding experiments are dir¬ 
ected at utilization of farm 
grown grains to replace corn 
which for a large time has been 
considered the basic constituent 
of a poultry ration. Bnrley has 
been found to be suitable ior 
use in the ration of growing, 
fattening and laying stock nnd 
since 1934 has entiiely replaced 
corn in these rations at the Ex¬ 
perimental Station. Barley has 
the advantage in the fattening 
ration of giving the birds a 
white lx>dy colour rather than 
the yellow tinge produced by 
corn. 

Disease and parasite control 
has been centered on maintain 
ing complete separation between 
young and adult stock in order 
that disease may not spread. 
Clean ranges, assured by having 
the same land used only once 
every three years, have prev¬ 
ented the appearance and spread 
of any of thte common diseases 
of young growing stock except 
for the one year when an out¬ 
break of coccidiosis was exper¬ 
ienced. Howevter, it ha s never 
recurred showing that the use 
of a clean rangte and proper 
precautions the following year 
was a definite means of control 


iiitrniai imiaaiica me nut luunu 

in the Station birds and exter¬ 
nal parasites such as lice and 
mites ar readily bept in check 
by the use of preparations such 
as nicotine sulphate for lice and 
low-gradte coal oil and a disin 
fectant for mites- 

The problem of improving 
hatchability has been given con 
siderabV attention and has 
been attacked from the aspect 
of incubator management, sel¬ 
ection of breeders from high 
hatching lines, and management 
selection of breeders from high 
hatching lines, and manag'ement 
of the birds in the way of im¬ 
proved rations and the use of 
lights. Some progress has been 
maolj in solving the problem 
and ns the hatching results in 
193G were best ever obtained 
at the Station the prospiacts are 
very encouraging. Work along 
these lines is being continued as 
gcr.ternal improvement in hatch- 
ability of eggs set each year 
would bo of enormous benefit to 
the poultry industry.
